Greeting  : 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  you  are 
directed  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  said  Town,  qual- 
ified to  vote  in  elections  and  town  affairs,  to  meet  at  the  Town 
Hall,  in  said  Whately,  on  Monday,  the  fifth  day  of  March  next, 
at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  then  and  there  to  act  on  the  fol- 
lowing articles  : 

Article  1. — To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  at  said  meeting. 

Art.  2. — To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers — Clerk,  Treas- 
urer, Selectmen,  Assessors,  School  Committee,  Auditor,  Ceme- 
tery Commissioner,  Library  Trustee,  Elector  under  the  Will  of 
Oliver  Smith,  Tree  Warden,  all  to  be  voted  for  on  one  ballot. 
The  ballot  for  the  ladies  will  contain  the  name  of  School  Com- 
mittee only. 

Art.  3. — To  vote  ''Yes"  or  ''No"  upon  the  question, 
"  Shall  license  be  granted  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in 
this  Town  ?  " 

Art.  4. — To  receive  and  act  upon  the  reports  of  all  Officers, 
Committees,  Commissioners,  Trustees  of  the  Town. 

Art.  5. — To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 
to  defray  Town  charges  for  the  coming  year  and  appropriate  the 
same. 
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Art.  6. — To  act  upon  the  list  of  Jurors  prepared  by  the 
Eegistrars. 

Art.  7. — To  see  what  the  Town  will  do  with  the  money  re- 
ceived from  the  county,  called  the  Dog  Fund. 

Art.  8. — To  see  if  the  Town  will  make  an  appropriation  for 
the  Public  Library. 

Art.  9. — To  see  if  the  Town  will  employ  a  Superintendent 
of  Schools  and  raise  money  for  his  salary. 

Art.  10. — To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  five  per  cent,  or  any 
fixed  per  cent,  on  amount  of  Town  Grant,  State  and  County 
Taxes,  the  same  to  be  allowed  to  those  who  pay  their  taxes  on 
or  before  August  1st,  1906. 

Art.  11. --To  see  if  the  Town  will  instruct  the  Selectmen  to 
borrow  money  if  necessary,  in  anticipation  of  Taxes  for  the 
coming  year. 

Art.  12. — To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  money  for  cemeteries. 

Art.  13. — To  see  if  the  Town  will  bring  suit  against  the 
Town  of  Hatfield  to  recover  the  expenses  resulting  from  aid 
rendered  ti-ie  family  of  John  AYagner. 

And  you  are  hereby  directed  to  serve  this  Warrant  by  posting 
up  attested  copies  at  each  of  the  Post  Offices  in  said  Town,  said 
posting  to  be  seven  days  at  least  before  the  time  of  holding  said 
meeting. 

Hereof  fail  not,  and  make  due  return  of  this  Warrant  with 
your  doings  thereon,  to  the  Town  Clerk,  at  the  time  and  place 
of  meeting  as  aforesaid.

Selectmen's  Report 


Following  the  example  of  our  worthy  predecessors  and  com- 
plying with  the  requirements  of  the  Statutes,  the  Selectmen 
and  Overseers  of  the  Poor  submit  the  following  report,  hoping 
that  you  will  find  but  little  to  criticize  and  nothing  to  condemn. 

The  record  of  the  work  in  the  different  departments  of  Town 
affairs  and  the  expense  of  each  will  be  found  in  detail  in  their 
proper  places.  This  record  has  been  passed  upon  by  your 
Auditor  after  a  careful,  examination.  We  leave  it  for  you  to 
pass  upon,  trusting  that  whatever  merits  your  approval  will 
receive  it. 

POOR. 

Early  in  the  year  one  George  Chandler  fell  into  distress  in  this 
town  and  died.  The  town  was^obliged  to  bury  him  at  our  ex- 
pense. On  investigation  we  found  that  he  had  acquired  a  set- 
tlement in  Conway,  and  that  town  has  reimbursed  the  amount 
paid  by  our  town. 

Later,  one  George  Waite  became  a  public  charge.  Williams- 
burg was  notified,  but  refused  to  take  him,  claiming  he  belonged 
to  the  State.  We  communicated  with  the  State  Board  and  they 
sent  an  agent,  who  concluded  that  Waite  and  Edgar  ^Belden 
belonged  to  the  State.  We  hear  that  the  Board  h  as  since 
arrived  at  the  conclusion  that  Waite  belongs  to  Williamsburg. 

Some  of  our  pauper  laws  are  so  awkward  and  difficult  that  the 
ordinary  selectman  is  unable  to  decide  what  legislative  intention 
was  when  the  laws  were  drawn. 
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HIGHWAYS. 

Our  roads  have  not  suffered  as  much  as  usual  from  destructive 
storms.  They  are  not  perfect  (imperfection  is  stamped  upon 
everything),  but  are  in  fair  condition  for  country  roads.  It  has 
been  necessary  to  expend  more  money  on  bridges  than  usual. 
We  have  replanked  three  of  the  longest  Mill  River  bridges,  two 
of  the  longest  West  Brook  bridges  and  the  Roaring  Brook 
bridge.  Most  of  our  bridges  need  painting,  but  have  been 
i^lected.  We  intended  to  paint  them  last  summer,  but  paint- 
ers were  scarce.

Report  of  Library  Trustees 


Your  Library  Trustees  respectfully  present  the  following 
report  : 

During  the  past  year  85  books  have  been  purchased  at  a  cost 
of  188.81  ;  32  books  to  the  value  of  $53  were  received  from  the 
State.  Mr.  John  P.  Davis  presented  the  library  with  three  vol- 
umes of  Carlyle's  Frederick  The  Great.  Mr.  Davis'  gift  is 
greatly  appreciated. 

Total  number  of  books  added  to  library  during  the  past  year, 
120.  Twenty-five  cents  was  received  from  fines  during  the  year, 
which  was  expended  for  tissue  used  in  repairing  books. 

A  new  system  has  been  adopted  for  charging  books  to  patrons 
of  the  library  similar  to  the  one  now  in  use  at  the  Forbes  library 
in  Northampton.  It  has  been  the  aim  of  your  trustees  to  intro- 
duce the  best  system  now  in  use  in  the  larger  places  to  our  own 


We  now  have  2,741  volumes;  some  of  the  books  are  very 
badly  worn  and  will  undoubtedly  have  to  be  withdrawn  from 
the  library,  which  will  somewhat  reduce  the  total  number  of 
books.

Report  of  School  Committee. 


The  Committee  submit  the  following  report : 
^ur  expenses  this  year  have  been  somewhat  larger  than  usual, 
but  with  the  changes  made  in  school-houses  and  the  improve- 
ments in  the  school  work,  we  think  the  money  has  been  well 
expended. 

We  have  added  a  class  room  to  both  South  Center  and  South- 
east school-houses  and  employ  two  teachers  in  each.  We  did 
this  as  both  schools  were  too  large  for  one  teacher  to  do  satisfac- 
tory work  with  up-to-date  methods  of  teaching.  Many  of  our 
children  go  to  outside  high  schools,  and  to  get  them  there  we 
must  keep  abreast  of  the  times;  methods  of  fifty  years  ago 
won't  do  it.  School-room  work  was  never  so  good  as  it  is  to- 
day, but  we  are  doing  about  all  we  can  do  under  the  district 
school  system.  There  is  only  one  way  out  of  our  difficulty,  and 
that  is  to  consolidate  our  schools.  A  central  building  with 
three  teachers  would  do  more  work  and  better  work  than  we  are 
doing  to-day  with  six.  The  district  school  system  is  antiquated, 
and  we  hope  the  town  will  see  fit  to  make  the  change  before 
long. 

We  have  had  expenses  we  did  not  expect.  Soon  after  school 
began  in  the  fall  the  ceiling  at  the  North  Center  fell  off,  and  it 
was  necessary  to  put  on  a  new  one,  which  was  expensive.  In 
making  our  repairs,  we  made  such  changes  in  the  building  that 
it  was  necessary  to  paint  the  whole  structure  inside  and  out, 
which  was  not  anticipated.  The  buildings  now  are  in  good 
condition,  and  only  a  few  general  repairs  will  have  to  be  made 
the  coming  year. 

We  received  this  year  $1,073.59  from  the  Massachusetts 
School  Fund,  the  largest  amount  ever  received,  and  if  we  con- 
tinue our  present  policy,  we  shall  get  much  more  than  that. 
The  laws  regulating  the  distribution  of  the  Fund  are  so  fixed 


28 

that  a  town  must  do  something  for  itself  in  order  to  obtain  the 
entire  benefit.  The  money  is  not  given  to  lessen  taxation,  but 
to  enable  towns  like  ours  to  improve  their  schools  in  ways  which 
they  could  not  otherwise  afford  ;  and  it  remains  with  us  whether 
we  shall  receive  from  the  Fund  1500  or  $1,500.  We  can  put  in 
a  few  dollars  extra  and  the  State  will  return  us  many.  For  the 
past  few  years  we  have  been  increasing  our  expenses  a  little  each 
year,  and  the  amounts  given  below  received  from  the  Massachu- 
setts School  Fund  during  the  last  six  years  will  show  the  success 
of  this  policy  :

As  our  expenses  during  this  time  up  to  the  present  year  have 
only  increased  about  four  hundred  dollars,  it  seems  to  us  the 
investment  has  been  a  good  one.  We  do  not  receive  money  on 
this  year's  expense  until  January,  1907,  and  it  can  easily  be  seen 
by  the  above  figures  that  the  amount  will  be  much  in  excess  of 
anything  we  have  yet  received. 

The  Superintendent's  report,  which  follows,  thoroughly  covers 
the  ground  of  the  school-room  work,  so  it  is  not  necessary  to 
enter  into  a  detailed  account  of  the  same  here. 

We  recommend  the  following  appropriations  :  Schools,  repairs 
and  supplies,  $1,800  ;  Superintendent,  $100.

Superintendent's  Reports 


To  Gie  Scliool  Committee  of  Whately : 

@EN"TLBMEN  : — I  herewith  submit  to  yon  and,  through  you, 
to  the  citizens  of  the  town  this  my  third  annual  report  as  Super- 
intendent of  your  schools. 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  say  that  the  work  being  done  in  the 
schools  this  year  is  the  most  satisfactory,  in  many  respects,  that 
I  have  seen  since  being  connected  with  them.  In  the  things 
that  go  to  make  schools  successful  morally  and  physically  as  well 
as  intellectually  there  has  been  steady  improvement.  These 
things  cannot  be  judged  wholly  by  presents  and  averages,  but 
by  the  attitude  of  the  pupils  and  teachers  toward  each  other  and 
toward  their  work,  as  well  as  the  conduct  of  the  pupils  in  school 
and  out. 

The  attendance  has  been  good,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  table 
given  later  in  this  report,  and,  with  the  exception  of  one  month 
when  scarlet  fever  kept  many  of  the  children  out,  it  has  been 
remarkably  good.  This  is  doubtless  due  in  part  to  the  excellent 
weather  during  the  early  part  of  the  winter,  but  credit  is  also 
due  the  teachers  for  their  untiring  efforts  in  this  direction  and 
the  firm  attitude  taken  by  the  Committee  and  the  Truant 
Officer  to  put  a  stop  to  unlawful  absence. 

The  worst  difficulty  with  which  we  have  had  to  contend  in 
previous  years  was  somewhat  superficial  teaching,  made  unavoid- 
able by  the  fact  that  each  teacher  had  more  classes  than  she 
could  successfully  instruct.  This  reduced  to  a  minimum  the 
attention  the  teacher  could  give  to  the  individual  pupils  under 
her  care.     Such  individual  attention  is  absolutely  necessary 
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during  the  early  years  of  a  child's  life  if  the  results  are  to  be  at 
all  satisfactory.  The  employing  of  assistant  teachers  in  the 
South  and  East  schools  has  removed  this  difficulty  to  a  very 
large  extent,  and  the  work  has  been  greatly  improved.  The 
teachers  have  been  able  to  do  more  real  teaching  and  the  pupils 
have  felt  a  greater  interest  in  their  work.  More  concentrated 
attention  on  the  work  in  hand  and  more  thorough  knowledge  of 
subject  matter  has  been  the  result.  It  will  take  time  for  the 
real  value  of  this  to  become  generally  apparent,  but  a  founda- 
tion has  been  laid  and,  if  no  backward  steps  are  taken,  this  year 
will  mark  the  beginning  of  a  new  and  better  era  for  the  schools 
of  the  town. 

The  work  in  music,  which  was  started  last  year,  has  been  car- 
ried on  very  successfully.  The  pupils  have  been  interested  in 
the  work  and  the  teachers  have  ably  seconded  the  efforts  of  the 
supervisor,  whose  report  is  given  later. 

This  year  an  effort  has  been  made  to  put  the  work  in  drawing 
on  a  more  systematic  basis.  Miss  Ruth  Jackson,  the  teacher  in 
charge  of  the  East  school,  is  a  graduate  of  the  Normal  Art 
School,  and  is  well  fitted  to  teach  and  supervise  school  drawing. 
Arrangements  were  made  with  her  by  which,  with  very  little 
extra  expense,  she  gives  a  half-day  each  fortnight  to  supervising 
the  drawing  in  the  other  schools  of  the  town.  The  results  have 
been  very  gratifying.  Kot  only  have  the  pupils  taken  hold  of 
the  work  with  enthusiasm,  but  some  very  creditable  work  has 
been  done.  The  aim  has  been  to  give  an  idea  of  the  underlying 
principles  and,  at  the  same  time,  show  the  relation  of  this 
subject  to  the  others  the  children  are  studying  and  how  it  can 
be  applied  to  them. 

A  good  beginning  has  been  made,  but  this  must  be  followed 
up  systematically  if  permanent  good  is  to  result  from  it.  Noth- 
ing short  of  systematic  effort  covering  a  considerable  period  of 
time,  gives  good  results  in  school  work,  and  this  is  especially 
true  of  drawing.  Therefore  I  hope  that  some  satisfactory 
arrangement  may  be  made  by  which  this  work  can  be  continued 
next  year. 

While  the  work  of  the  year  has  been  eminently  satisfactory  in 
most  cases,  it  is  not  yet  beyond  improvement.    Moreover^  it  has 
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been  expensive  to  carry  on.  But  if  four  separate  schools  are  to 
be  maintained,  it  is  difficult  to  see  how  this  expense  can  be 
materially  cut  down  without  undoing  the  good  already  accom- 
plished. It  is  always  expensive  to  duplicate  plants  when  one 
can  do  the  work  just  as  well.  If  all  the  pupils  in  town  were 
brought  together  in  one  building,  three  teachers  could  do  the 
work  for  which  six  are  now  employed  and  do  it  even  better  than 
it  is  now  being  done.  Besides,  the  saving  in  salaries,  repairs, 
fu^'^^and  other  incidentals  would,  I  believe,  more  than  balance 
the  additional  cost  of  transportation.  There  would  also  be  a 
saving  in  supervision,  as  a  considerable  part  of  the  time  the 
supervisors  can  give  to  the  town  is  now  spent  on  the  road  going 
from  one  school  to  another. 

Doubtless  the  chief  objection  to  this  is  that  transportation  of 
pupils  is  not  desirable.  Other  towns  are  doing  it,  however,  and 
the  experience  of  these  towns  has  proved  that  it  is  better  for  the 
pupils  and  economy  for  the  town  to  close  the  small  out-schools 
and  bring  the  children  together  at  some  central  place  for  their 
instruction.  The  children  do  better  work  and  better  assistance 
can  be  given  them  by  the  teachers. 

It  may  not  be  practicable  to  go  so  far  as  this  next  year,  but  I 
believe  that  the  two  Center  schools  can  be  combined  at  the  end 
of  this  year  to  excellent  advantage.  The  South  Center  building 
has  a  class  room  in  which  the  lower  grades  now  do  their  work 
and  which  is  large  enough  to  accommodate  all  the  younger 
pupils  of  the  two  schools.  As  will  be  seen  by  the  table  of 
attendance  given  elsewhere  in  this  report,  the  number  of  pupils 
in  both  these  schools  this  year  is  but  little  greater  than  in  the 
East  school,  where  two  teachers  are  doing  the  work  with  excel- 
lent results.  By  combining  these  two  schools,  the  salary  of  one 
teacher  could  be  saved,  and  one  team  could  do  all  the  transport- 
ing that  would  be  necessary.  I  believe  that  this  plan  would 
result  in  real  economy  of  money  and  elfort  and  that  the  pupils 
would  be  better  off  than  under  the  present  arrangement.  I 
trust  that  you  will  give  this  plan  your  careful  consideration. 

In  concluding  this  report  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of 
thp  earnest  and  faithful  work  of  the  teachers  and  supervisors, 
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and  to  thank  them  for  the  hearty  co-operation  they  have  given 
me.  I  wish  also  to  thank  the  Committee  for  their  courtesy  and 
support.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  MUSIC. 

Mr.  M.  J.  Willson: 

Dear  Sir  : — There  has  been  steady  progress  in  the  music 
this  year. 

One  of  the  essential  and  difficult  things  in  ungraded  schools 
is  to  provide  work  not  too  simple  for  the  older  pupils  nor  too 
difficult  for  the  younger  ones.  We  have  tried  to  equalize  things 
somewhat  by  introducing  two-part  exercises  and  songs,  letting 
the  older  pupils  sing  the  lower  part,  v^hich  is  always  the  more 
difficult  thing  to  do. 

Individual  singing,  upon  which  real  success  depends,  has  been 
the  main  point  of  attack.  In  two  cases  the  first  series  of  indi- 
vidual exercises  has  been  replaced  by  the  more  advanced  second 
series,  and  in  one  instance  the  first  series  has  been  almost  com- 
pleted since  Thanksgiving  time,  which  is  very  rapid  progress. 

The  results  obtained,  while  creditable,  do  not  satisfy  but  urge 
us  on  to  greater  effort.  Thanks  are  due  your  teachers  for  their 
earnest  and  faithful  work.
